handicap to American industry. Agi­ 
tation for remedial 
legislation 
is 
growing and not the least of our 
National responsibilities is that of 
developing a sane, business-like pol- j 
icy in contrast to one governed by i 
half baked idealism. 
But the biggest obstacle in the j 
path of the Nation’s business is the j 
European situation, for we can never | 
hope for the best business here until ; 
there is good business there. 
Euro- | 
pean business is sick, and it will be j 
years before it is genuinely healthy! 
fcgain. 
The one encouraging thing 
about it is that convalescence is pro- 
grossing, since every gain made ov- j 
erseas will be reflected in our situa­ 
tion at home. 
These deterrent factors, however, j 
cannot justify pessimism on the part! 
of any American business man. The 
New' Year is to be a good year for all 1 
of us—better than 1922 or 1921—in­ 
finitely better than the years of few- : 
erlsh inflation which followed 
the 
great war. 
Men will go carefully 
shout their business, watching

and, in fact, a very large number of 
lines of useful endeavor are repre­ 
sented in the Jobs gotten by the em­ 
ployes under Superintendent Sam A. 
Baker for the rehabilitated men. 
During the past IO months an av­ 
erage expenditure of $2,000 has been 
made monthly as tuition and various 
other costs of training cases under 
this act. 
Of this amount, the state 
gives half and the other half comes 


from the federal government for use 
in Missouri's vocational 
education 
work.

All of the men are subject to de­ 
portation and it was a condition of

The prisoners will be given sixty 
days in which to arrange for their
